REMOVAL OF THE OFFICE LAID 
OVER TILL ANNUAL 
MEETING 


At the special meeting of the town 
fathers held in the Council chambers 
last Felday night there were pres- 
sent Mayor Purcell and Councillors 
Mos3, Milliken, Wade and Meleod, al- 
808 depytation consisting of Dr. Far- 
quharson, Ferguson and Michael. 

This meeting was held for the pur- 
pose of discussing the moving and re- 
construction of the town office, 

Councillor Milliken outlined the 
plan for moving the office to the 
lots adjoining the Royal Bank, build- 
ing and converting the portion of the 
office now reserved for the vault in- 
to a cumfort station for women. 
Toilet accomodation would be pro- 
vided both in the office and the com- 
fort station and two stoves for heat- 
ing. The building would be brick 
veneered. He stated that fire-proof 
protection for the records was the 
principal thing aimed aff Hf> added 
that considerable economy could be 
effected by cutting the secretary’s 
salary to $100 per month and employ- 
ing a town handy-man all the year 
round at the same wage. Many of 
the ratepayers agreed with him that 
the secretary was being paid too 
much, although $100 per month was 
not a living wage, but he thought 
this could be overcome by having .be 
secretary work part time o‘/erwise 
to augment his income. He critized 
the original plan for moving the 
office beneath the water tower and 
paid it would be folly to apend the 
money there, when the basement 
would have the main running below 
the floor and the cellar would never 
be dry. He thought the cost of this 
echeme would be about $1,500, pro- 
vided the brick from the power-house 
chimney could be used. 

Mr. Michael, speaking for the del- 
egation, said they were not there to 
critize but to assist the Council. He 
spoke of the original plan and the em- 
ployment of the secretary in the com- 
bined duties of secretary and water 
engineer, The idea at the time was 
to provide heating for the office and 
water-tower with one furnace. He 
recalled the time when the secretary 
was employed part time and it had not 
proved satisfactory either &o the 
ratepayers or to the secretary. He 
could not see where there was enough 
work for a town handy-man all the 
year around. He was in favor of the 
office staying where it) was so long 
as the waterworks were in Gleichen, 

Mr; Ferguson followed along simi- 
Jar lines and was responsible for the 
secretary being employed on the 
double duties at the water tower so 
that he could be employed at a salary 
on which he wouldn’t starve to death. 
He was in favor of keeping up the 
water system with the office where 
it was so thay the secretary could 
look after it. 

Mr. Ostrander while agreeing with 
the views expressed by the deputa- 
tion thought the matter could well be 
left over till the annual election and 
a plebscite taken. 

Coun, Milliken said he did not think 
much of the plebscite idea, 

Dr. Farquharson said he did not 
approve of the money being spent on 
a@ rest room. The former one had 
not been a success and there were 
people coming into tawn to take ad- 
vantage of such a place,

Tho rapidity with which grain can 
be handled at a terminal elevator 
when the best and latest methods and 
machinery are employed was illus- 
trated the other day at Port Arthur, 
Ontario, at the new elevator of 
United Grain Growers Limited. With- 
in a time of seven hours and twenty 
minutes 550,000 bushels of wheat were 
londed into the 8.8, Le Moyne, break- 
ing all previous records. The fastest 
time previously made with a cargo of 
this size has been eight hours and 
thirty minutes. 


The elevator is equipped with four 
loading spouts, each fourteen inches

The harvesters who arrived from 
the old country last week nearly all 
appeared anxious to go to work at 
anything offering and some really 
broke and in need objected to being 
assisted, while one for twenty-four 
hours refused to accept anything to 
eat, but finally did with the proviso 
he could make good at a future date. 

By such men as these the assistance 
given. by the citizens of Gleichen of 
food in the Community Hall dining 
room was much appreciated and not 
a few voluntarily promised to make 
good so soon as they found employ- 
ment, 

‘their willingness to work was 
shown Friday night when Roadmaster 
Peter Downey offered work on the 
track, Of the twenty-eight present 
twenty-five were at the station at 7 
o'clock next morning and all went to 
work, the others got other amploy- 
ment elsewhere. Some of those em- 
Ployed on the track did not prove very 
good and had to be let out. 

This may be considered very satis- 
factory not only to the men, but tp 
the committee who handled the situ- 
ation and those who contributed. And 
be it said not a man asked to contri- 
bute refused, Nor were the men 
stinted in the food supplied, having 
plenty of buns, bread, weeners 
cheese, tea, etc., the first night. For 
breakfast porridge was added and the 
next meal a fine hot stew with plenty 
of meat and vegetables, All 
of which the harvesters cooked them- 
selves under the direction of a sergt.- 
major, who handled the situation very 
satisfactorily.

One could not leave Yorkshire 
without a tribute to the excellence of 
its farming, the neatness and thrifti- 
ness that characterize this county of 
“broad acres.”

Nowhere was it better seen than at 
the home of Mr. J. N. Strickland,

Faith In The 
Wheat Pool 


No Reason To Worry Over Pos- 
sibility Of Falling Prices 

Opponents of the Canadian Wheat 
Pool are already worrying over the 
Pool when it 
faces a possible wheat crop of 500,- 
000,000 bushels with a falling mar- 
It is predicted that the organ- 
ization will lose strength and may 
ultimately be unable to continue op- 
erations, That is a case of borrow- 
ing trouble which is not based on 
reason or experience. 

The Pool may have beer fortunate 
as well as skilful during the era of 
high prices of the past two or three 
years, but the drop of ten to twenty 
cents a bushel in recent weeks caus- 
es some concern to growers and deal- 
ers alike. The carry-over of 40,000,- 
000 bushels for export is larger than 


| usual, and when added to the huge 


crop now ripening will make a prob- 
next few 
It is hinted that the “order- 
ly marketing” methods of the Poo} 


| have failed to get rid of the 1927 
;crop as rapidly as was desirable. It 


should be remembered, however, that 


| last year’s crop was late in ripening, 
; and that continued rains further de- 
| layed threshing and selling. 


Inevit- 
ably a large portion of the harvest, 
which was well above the average, 
was left in the farmers’ hands till 
spring. 

Should wheat continue around 
$1.25 instead of $1.40, as of recent 
years, can the Pool hold its mem- 
bers? It is instructive on this point 
to quote the views of Mr. Harold 8S. 
Patton, in his book, “Grain Growers’ 
Co-operation in Western Canada,” in 
the Harvard University Economic 
Series. After an exhaustive re- 
view of the movements, Mr, 
Patton points out, regarding the 
various organizations which have 
embodied the co-operative spirit, 
that, “while changes in name and 
form of organization have not in- 
frequently taken place in accordance 
with changing conditions and poli- 
cies, the enterprises themselves have 
been perpetuated under farmer con- 
trol. In each case, moreover, the 
transfer has represented a more or 
less significant development in co-op- 
erative organization and policy.” 

Pool marketing involves a princi- 
ple which cannot easily be laid aside 
It is a modern popular development, 


| and in the case of the Western farm- 


ers it is the outgrowth of a long and 


| bitter experience, in which the farm- 


ers have had to fight their own bat- 


| tle against the aggressive methods of 


other groups. “Under the Pool sys- 
tem of non-profit operation and di- 
rect selling,” Mr. Patton says, ‘‘the 
farmer is receiving, in effect, the 


| competitive world price, less the ac- 


tual cost of handling, transportation 
and selling. The advantage to pro- 
ducers lies not only in the direct 
return of that portion of marketing 
margins which constitutes the mid- 
dleman's profit, but also in further 
reduction of marketing costs througu 
the potential economics of large- 
scale, centralized selling.” 

The whole principle of co-opera- 
tion has stimulated a new spirit 
among Western farmers, and there 
{s no reason to expect that the sys- 
tem will be endangered by the prob- 
lems of a year of heavy harvest. — 
Toronto Globe.

Without doubt, this neglect is the 
most common of dental sins commit- 
ted by parents, and perhaps with 
gravest consequences to their chil- 
dren, 

Because, should this tooth become 
so badly decayed within from four to 
six years following its eruption as to 
infect the “pulp,” your dentist as a 
rule, has no recourse but the use of 
the forceps—and, losing the tooth, 
the whole series is deranged, since, in 
a real sense, this six year molar is 
the key tooth of the dental arch. 

However, Nature is gracious, for 
sometimes you will find that where 
this tooth has been lost at an early 
age, the second molar has “drifted” 
forward to fill the space, with the 
third molar advancing in turn as it 
erupts. But this is only rarely the 
case—hetter a little care at the pro- 
per time to prevent this trouble 
rather than to rely on Nature for a 
cure.

the wilds and taming them, spread- 
ing our civilisation and reaping rich 
rewards for the doing of it.
